FRENCH NAVAL POLICY. 


Marine Minister Pelleton Thinks it 

Should Be Patterned After That of 

the United States. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A™M) 

PARIS, March 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Marine Minister Pelleton, tn the 
course of a speech in the Senate to- 
day, defending France's naval policy, 
raid the United State. furnished a les- 
son 6im construction which 
France could follow with advantage. 
He referred to the American and Ger- 
man navies+ as being the two most 
progressive of the present time, and 
said their strength was not through the 
maintenance of a large, unwieldly, ef- 
fective force during times of peace, 
but was due to a small peace estab- 
lishment, capable of quick enlarge- 
ment in time of war. This permitted 
the expenditure of large amounts of 
money during periods of peace on 
dock yards, coaling stations and new 
ships, instead of continuing expendi- 
tures on a costly, effective force. The 
Minister declared France should fol- 
low the same course, concentrating all 
naval efforts on construction.

PARIS, March 2%—({By Atlantic 
Maj.-Gen. Hector MacDonald, 
commanding the British forces in Cey- 
lon, and one of the foremost officers in 
(the British army, against whom 
charges based on tmmoral acts were 
filed some time ago, committed suicide 
today at the Regina here. He shot 
himeeif in the right temple shortly 
‘after noon and expired a few minutes 
later. 

The general was alone in his small 
chamber at the time of the tragedy. 
One of the female attendants hear 
the pistol shot, and, opening the door, 
saw the general's figure stretched out 
\ on the floor, with blood gushing from 
a bullet wound in the head. She 
ran, screaming, to the baicony over- 
looking the lobby of the hotel, where 
many guests, including a number of 
ladies, were assembied. The proprie- 
tor of the hotel was the first to reach 
(‘the expiring man. Medical help was 
immediately summoned, but was found 
be useless, death ensuing quickly 
from the fatal act. 

The Commissary of Police was noti- 
fied. and, accompanied by a doctor, 
proceeded to a preliminary investiga- 
‘tion. No money or papers of any kind 
\were found in Sir Hect@'’s baggage. 
Two notes written in nglish were 
found iying on a table in his room, 
and these were taken possession of by 
the authorities, but it is -~znderstood 
their contents have no bearing on the 
suicide. In the general's coat, lying 
on the bed were found some photo- 
graphs. The British Embassy and Con- 
Sulate were notified later, and ,Con- 
sul-Genera! Inglis visited the hotel, 
jand took charge of the body, which 
‘was placed on the bed. The door was 
then locked, the Consul-General tak- 
ing the key. The French officials took 
possession of the revolver, which was 
of nine millimetres caliber, and appar- 
ently new.

These anxious inquiries are caming 
in from every State of the Union, far 
away “faine being wel! represented in 
the mail bag, while more, perhaps, than 
from any other locality are received 
from Oklahoma, where a big land open- 
ing is fresh in the mind of the settlers, 
who have found public land-taking 
most profitable, and are seeking to ¢x- 
pand, 

One of the letters that adequately 
registers the high temperature of the 
“fever” which the announcement of the 
coming land opening in Southern ‘alli- 
fornia has aroused is from an agricul- 
turalist of New York State, who re- 
quests the fullest details, stating that 
he is planning to settle a colony of 
10,000 ranchers on the desert if he can 
locate his bunch “on the ground floor” 
of the agricultural sections along the 
river. 

A young hpsbandman writes that he 
would consider it a great favor if the, 
land Office here would reserve him a 
little piece of the desert right away, 
as he has just married and wants to 
settie immediately without having to 


‘pack up his traps twice.

FLOWER FARM. 


in C 
Brilliant Enterprise Started by 
Los Angeles Workers. 


Possibilities of the Flower-garden 
Industry are Greal— 
High Prices. 


Boyle Heights is to become the site 
of the largest flower gardens west of 
Chicagqg, and of greenhouses that will 
be one the famous attractions of the 
Angel City. 

Thirty-seven acres of carnations will 
soon add their fragrance to the breezes 
of the highlands, and in nine mammoth 
giass houses the buds will be brought 
to bloom. 

The new enterprise is known as the 
Grace Hill Nureery, and its location 
is on the high mesa at the northeast 
corner. of Wabash avenue and Zonal 
street. 

Joseph W. Wolfskill is the proprietor, 
and the head gardener is George W. 
| Wateon. These men are pioneers in 
the carnation-growing industry in 
| Bouthern California, and their long ex- 
| perience will be of much value in mak- 
ing the Boyle Heights carnation Gelds 
successful and spectacular. 

Mr. Wolfskill waa one of the first to 
engage in the enterprise at Redondo, 
and Mr. Watson spent thirteen yeurs 
there in charge of this work. He has 
originated many ef the varieties now 
on the market. 

GREAT HOUS8DS OF GLASS. 

The new carnatiorWfarm alreauy be- 
gins to show the extensive plans made 
for the enterprise. Three greenhouses 
have been completed and are occupied. 
They are each 200 feet long and 15 feet 
wide, and their building required ten 
tons of glass. 

Just to the south of these six simi- 
ar greenhouses are to be constructed, 
requiring twenty-five tons of glass and 
using 25,000 pounds of putty for the 

A complete steam-heating plant is 
instalied, and with the new green- 
houses it will comprise 6500 feet of one- 
inch pipe. 

During the last week about five acres 
have been prepared for the young car- 
nation plants, and most of these were 
set before the recent heavy rains, giv- 
ing them a great advantage. This tract 
is irrigated by a system of 4090 feet of 
one-inch and 1700 feet of two-inch pipe, 
supplied from the city waterworks. 

It has been determined that an 
abundant water supply can be pro- 
cured on the land, and in the near fu- 
ture two wells will be sunk. 

The investment in the new enterprise 
at present represents an outlay of about 
$10,000, and this is but the beginning of 
the industry. Its possibilities are prac- 
tically unlimited, as there is a de- 
mand for every blossom the gardeners 
can produce. 

Local florists, since the heavy frosts 
of the past winter, havé been largely 
supplied by San Francisco growers, and 
have paid from 75 cents to 9 cents per 
dozen, whotesaic, for the northern- 
grown flowers. Even at this rate the 
market could not be supplied. 

The Grace Hili Nursery wholesales its 
carnations at 3%, 4 and 5 cents a-ebios- 
som. The biossoms now retail at 10 
cents each—double the normal price. 

The removal from Redondo to Boyle 
Heights was made on account of cli- 
matic conditions, and the advantage of 
being located only a few minutes’ travel 
from the retailers. 

IT'S AN EXPANDING BUSINESS. 

Mr. Watson, who has made carnation- 
culture his life study, states that «@ 
healthy piant will average twenty per. 
fect blossoms a season, and that on 
this basis the flower-growing enter- 
prise ought to develop into a concern of 
much commercial importance. 

“There is no telling where it might 
spread to,” said he yesterday. “We 
have a demand for every carnation we 
can produce, and even with the exten- 
sions planned here probably we shall 
be able to supply only the local market. 
However, should there be a surplus, or- 
ders from Arizona cities would soon 
overwhelm us. 

“We cut the blossoms twice a day, 
and the three greenhouses now in oper- 
ation produce from 500 to 1000 per day. 
The plants just set out will be placed in 
the greenhouses in July. and their 
blossoms will be ready to cut for mar- 
ket in October.” 

The Grace Hill enterprise is probably 
the initiation of extensive flower-culture 
for commercial purposes in this city. 
The action of men of long expertence in 
locating here will cause others to inves. 
tigate. It is said the demand is enor- 
mous, and that the industry could be 
ene extended, so as to supply the 

erritories of Arizona and New Mexico, 
as well as the local market. 

At any rate, it is a shame for the 
m d of Flowers” to have to go north 
for a considerable part of its blossoms.

Los Angeles Dressmakers Join in the 
Chicago Movement Against the Sweet- 
est Thing That Ever Happened to the 
Women Folks. 


Shall the shirt walstywo? 

Not to the laundry, but to the—shall 
it just go? 

A week or so since it Was annqunced 
in the press dispatches that Chicago 
4d rs had frowned on the shirt 
walt; a frown in which all the swell 
modistes participated freely. They sail 
the shirt waist was ruining them: that 
is, their business; also that the shirt 
waist was a “dowdy” garment. This 
news contained a covert intimation that 
the shirt waist was fit for servant girls, 
and that was about all. 

Los Angeles dressmmakers agree in the 
main with their Chicago sisters. A 
dozen of the leading modistes and la- 
dies’ tailors talked to a Times reporter 
yesterday on the very entertaining sub- 
ject. Bome of them thought the shirt 
waist was a crime from the start. 
Others admitted that it was comforta- 
bie and deservedly popular in Southern 
California climate. 

But generally speaking the shirt 
Waist is the mistake of the age; that 
is, from the modiste’s point of view. 
Ten years hence it will be regarded as 
a relic of an age gone insane. You 
wae see this if you can be con- 
yin 

When you hear the heads of dress- 
making establishments talk it is all 
Made plain why they bear the shirt 
waist a grudge. In the first place it 
cuts into their profits. This is the one 


great Jasue. The main side issue is 
that it's not dressy. “It bas no shape,” 
you know; “no fit; it hangs from a 


woman's shoulder’s like a bag.” 

The “shabby.” “loose” and “dowdy” 
appearance of the shirt waist is to be 
made the argument for its retirement. 

“Los Angeles dresemakers have done 
nothing. so far as I know. to bring 
about the abolition of the shirt waist,” 
said the head of a well-known esta)- 
lishment. “Of course anti-shirt waist 
sentiment has been preached, but that's 
as far as it's apt to go. For my part, I 
can't see how the women are to be ap- 
pealed to; what argument can be used 
to wean them from the shirt waist?” 

“I am afraid,” said a South Broadway 
modiste, “that the crusade against the 
shirt waist in Chicago, if there is such 
a movement on the part of dresamakers 
there, will come to nothing. From a 
personal standpoint I know that there 
is nothing in a woman's wardrobe 
quite so popular as her shirt wai«te. 
They can't be convinced that a dainty, 
lace and ribbons,

“Then there is a great d'fference m 
the cost of such garments.

But one and a!! the dressemakers said 
that the shirt waist is not a thing of 
beauty; indeed, they spoke very un- 
kindly of it, and called it a “bag” 
principally. Then they would gear: 
“Now, here's something really hand- 
some,” and show the reporter a pink 
or blue rag of a thing that didn't seem 
to have any beginning or end.

COAST TRAIN 
IS WRECKED 


Engine and One Car Piled 
by the Trackside. 


Miraculous Escape of Train Crew 
and the Passengers. 


Accident Due to the Flood and 
the & the 


The northbound Coast Line Limited 
train of the Southern Pacific, which 
left Los Angeles al o'clock yester- 
day morning, was “recked two miles 
south of Saugus, shortly before noon. 
That no person was killed ts Ilttle 
short of miraculous, as the engine and 
one car were piled in a heap and an- 
other car left the track. 

The cause of the accident was the 
softening of the roadbed by the heavy 
rains of the night before. The tram 
was on time, and had just dropped 
the helper engine, which pushes from 
Fernando through the Newhall tute 
nel to the top of the heavy grad- south 
of Saugus. The train was running at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour, when 
it struck a pleee of defective track 
where the ballast had been washed 
from between the ties. Under the 
weight of the heavy engine, the track 


spread and the lecomotive plutged 
into the ditch on the teft of 
the track and turned completely 


over upon its side. The fireman saved 
himgelf by Jumping, but the engineer 
remained at his post. The engine 
turned over on the side opposite to that 
on which he was sitting, and by held- 
ing to the framework of the cab he 
prevented himself from falling, and 
after the engine stopped, he climbed 
out of the cab, uninjured. 

When the engine left the track, the 
mail car, which was coupled to it, fol- 
lowed, and pushed by the momentum 
of the heavy train it veered around 
and when it stopped it Was at right 
angies with the track. The baggage- 
car, which was behind the mail car, 
also left the track, but did not turn 
over. None of the passenger care left 
the rails, and beyond the jolting In- 
cident to the sudden stopping of the 
train the passengers suffered no ina- 
jury nor inconvenience. 

The mat! clerks in the forward car 
were severely shaken up, but none ef 
them was injured. 

The wrecked train was to have 
passed the southbound train, due here 
at 1f:15 e’clock, at Saugus, Dut that 
train wae deiayed 
it red@@hed Los Angeles at 5:20 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

Fortunately near the scene of the 
wreck the railroad company had 4 
large construction gang. and nearly 
one hundred men were at once 
at work to clear the wreck. Another 
engine was sent from Seugus, and 
after the obstruction had been removed 
the train proc . & baggage car 
being used ag a mall car. It was 
necessary to send the wrecking train 
from this city to right the overturned 
engine apd return it to the lecal shops,

DIVORCED PEOPLE CAN MARRY 
RIGHT AWAY. 


: 
Peculiar but Temporary State of Af- 
fairs Under the Ramifications of the 
New Divorce Law—Opinion of the 
District Attorney. 


An open season for misfit marriages 
was Gecilared by the District Attorney 
yesterday. 

Under the peculiar twists of the new 
divorce law, persons divorced on March 
15 of this year must go out of the 
State if they wish to be married tn a 
year. If divorced March 17. they could 
have been married the next day or 
any time they like. Divorced May 2 
they cannot be married under any cir- 
cumstances within a year. 

From now on to May 2? divorced peo- 
ple can be married the next day if 
they like. 

The new divorce law provides “that 
upon hearing of a divorce cause if the 
court determined to refuse to grant the 
decree, final judgment might be imme- 
diately entered; but in the event that 
it was decided that a decree of divorce 
should be granted, upon such determi. 
nation an interlocutory judgement 
should first be made, and at the end 
of one year thereafter, upon applica- 
tion of either party, final judgment of 
divorce be entered. This act was 
pessed by the Legislature, and ap- 
proved by the Governor on March 2, 
1903. It contained no provision putting 
it into immediate effect, and, therefore. 
Goes not become a law wunti!) the ex- 
piration of sixty days from March 2, to 
wit: until May 2, 1903. 

Another provision is “in no case can 
a marriage of either of the parties dur- 
ing the life of the other be valid in this 
State, if contracted within one year 
after the entry of an interlocutory de- 
cree In a proceeding for divorce.” 

In response to an inquiry from the 
County Clerk about issuing licenses to 
recentiy divorced people, the D strict 
Attorney handed down an opinion yes- 
terday, written by Deputy District At- 
torney James, in which he holds: There 
is no law in effect providing for the 
making of an interloctutory decree in 
a divorce case. and wil! not be wntil 
the 24 day of May. 1903. Therefore.

beauty. 
INJURY TO BEAUTY. 

Fiushing, pating, trembling, gasp- 
ing. sighing disturbances of the heart 
rhythm—ali of os are familiar with 
these indications of mental disturb- 
ance. Few, however, realize that back 
of this is a disarrangement of the 
delicate internal machinery of the 
body, and that such disturbance of the 
vital qperations means injury to 
beauty. 

We are all familiar with the fact 
that a sentiment of shame will cause 
an increased tlew of bieod to the face, 
and that the odor of food when hun- 
gry will occasion the saliva to be 
poured forth from the receptacles into 
the mouth. Just in the same, and to 
a far greater extent, are the other 
functions of the body affected by the 
mental state. ff thie is disturbed, the 
functions are deranged: and the re- 
eult is injury to health and destruc- 
tion to beauty. If the mental state is 
calm, the functions are undisturbed. 
the health is intact and the highest 
degree of beauty Is possible. 

So much for the general nourishment 
of the body and for © skin. Rut 
how does the mental state affect the 
beauty of the face’ How does it in- 
fluence the grace or awkwardness, the 
beauty or the ugliness of the bodily 
movements” 

HOW THOUGHT AFFECTS FACE. 

Let us talk firet of the face. The 
face is a complex network of muscles 
running in every direction under the 
ekin. e interplay of these muscles 
produces what we call expression. 
In the muscles of the face are buried 
the terminations of the motor nerves 
from the brain. Activity of these 
nerves depends cither upon thought 
Or upon a special act of will. Now, 
during the process known as thought 
certain changes occur in the brain. 
These cause an impulse to be sent out 
along the nerves leading to certain 
muscles. This impulee causes the cor- 
responding muscles to contract, and 
hence we get expression. Each thought 
and emotion sends its own particular 
inessage to the muscles, resulting in a 
distinct expression corresponding to 


each emotion. For instance, anger im- 


plies that certain areas of the brain 
are in a state of activity, and that 
a message is being sent out along 
nerves lending to certain muscles, the 
contraction of which will give us the 
characteristic expression ef anger. In

Now, of the emotions possibile to man 
there are two kinds—a kind that he 
frankly shows and a kind that he tries 
to conceal. Love, happiness, content- 
ment, trust, self-reliance, firmnese— 
these we fee! to be worthy, and these, 
save under exceptional conditions, we 
allow free expression. But envy, 
hatred, anger, malice, remorse, irrita- 
bility, worry, distrust—-these and sim- 
ilar emotions we invariably try for one 
or another reason to conceal. And this 
effort at concealment—this effort to 
prevent the muscles from obeying the 
|motor impulse corresponding to that 
emotion—produces a muscular rigidity 
which is destructive of eage, grace 
or fiextbility of movement. 

A BEAUTY RECIPE. 

To her who would be beautiful, it 
may be said: Avold all thought of 
evil, all unkindliness, all envy, all 
matice, all irritability. Learn that 
each human is trying to solve his 
problem according to his best light. 
learn that nothing on earth is of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant worry; 
that the Ruling Power, is doing al 
things well, even thopgh now and then 
individuals think they are inconven- 
lenced. Learn a broad, neral love 
and tolerance of all humankind, in- 
cluding yourself. And then—be calm. 
There is really nothing to fear. No 
one can injure you but yourself. 

Bo this is the mental attitude for 
beauty and for health. Take this atti- 
tude and try to hold it habitually. You 
will not wholly succeed, but you will 
not wholly fall. And as, day by day, 
you cultivate a broad method of think- 
ing and feeling, the heart beats more 
eirongly, the breath goes deeply. all the 
functions are improved, the tense mus- 
cles relax and the lines in the face 
roften. 

Beauty is not skin deep. It ts deep 
as the woman's iife—her habits of eat- 
ing, drinking. sleeping. working, rest- 
ing. More than all—because deter- 
mining all else-—her habits of thought.

GREEK CURRANT SITUATION. 

IBY DIRECT WIRB TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March %.—({Excilusive 
Dispatch.}] In Wiew of the fact that 
there is considerable agitation over 
the currant situation in Greece, look- 
ing to an improvement in conditions 
with special reference to the profit- 
able handling of crops, there is a feel- 
Ing in this market that, notwithstand- 
ing the dullness that prevails, the low- 
est point in values has been passed. 
It is the impression that a measure 
now pending in the Greek Chamber 
of Deputies, which provides for an 
unlimited retention of fruit out of 
each crop, as well as a reported move- 
ment in financial circles abroad, look- 
ing to a combination of interests 
among large handlers of fruit, is work- 
ing in favor of a stronger position for 
the article in several markets. The 
latest advices in this connection from 
Greece say: “An English syndicate 
has submitted to the government a 
proposal to monopolize the currant 
trade. Dalyannis has undertaken 
to presentithe scheme to the Chamber 
of Deputies. The press, public, and 
several of the Deputies favor the 
scheme.”

has sprung a4 sensation in adultera- 
tion, and Dr. J. B. 8. Holmes of At- 
lanta is the cause of it, when he says 
that a barrel of syrup can  0be 
“stretched”. into a carload. A number 
of the most prominent sugar-cane and 
syrup men gathered in Macon 
recently for a conference, preparatory 
to the convention there in May next. 
Dr. Holmes astonished his confrerees 
by saying: “Few of us know of the 
great damage and injury done by 
adulteration to the Syrup we make 
from this sugar cane. Kecently a 
barrel of pure syrup came to Atlanta 
from South Georgia, and soon after its 
arrival, by process of adulteration, that 
one barrel had been converted into 
an entire carload of syrup, every bar- 
rel of which bore the Georgia syrup 
Stamp. Something must be done to 
stop this adulteration, or the reputa- 
tion of our best syrup will be ruined.”
